The State Baisln Growers' association 


met yesterday afternoon in Iroqnois ball. 
Captain C. H. Norris called the meeting 
to order at 2:40 o'clock. 


The secretary made a report and read 


several letters Irom brokers in the eaat, 
from which it would appear that the 
prices agreed npon between the associa- 
tion and the packers had been steadily 
maintained in the eastern market; and 
the packers reported that lame sales had 
been made, and in some instances as 
much as the whole ol the firat crop con- 
trolled by the firms making the report. 


Several growers attended Irom Selma 


and stated that they were heartily in ac- 
cord with the pledge they had given to 
the association, aod that they would only 
do business with such packers as Bitmtd 
tho agreement with the association to 
keep up prices. They were members of 
the Kelina Co-operative packing house, 
and while most ol the directors were 
wil'ina and desirous of joining the associa- 
tion yot Mr. Frank EonellandMr. Barr 
had up to the preBont DUccosalnlly op- 
posed this co-oparutivo packing house 
coming into the association. 
Win. Harvey, tho secretary, reported 


that Selma was tie only co-operative 
packing houae as lar as he knew in the 
whole state that had not moat cordially 
supported the movement of the asBocia- 
tion to keep up prices and enrolled itsell 
under theHKreement to do BO. 


Several ol tbe Selma packers present 


at the meeting asked what they were 
to do. They wore advmad to see the 
stockholders ol the company and m gen- 
eral meetins assembled 10 give prp- 
wnptory instructions to iheir directors to 
give tho necessary nodertaking to keep 


°"ltP"asBmo7cd by Mr. Goes ol Selma, 
seconded by Mr. L. C. Jolly ol the same 
place, and carried unanimously that the 
secretary be instructed to correspond 
with the directors o! the Selrna co-oper- 
ative packlngcompanyand request them 
to join the movement. 
Captain Starratt addressed tbe mooting 


and maintained that tbe greatest mistake 
and injury to the raisin B'owere had re- 
sulted [rom thelact that the growers had 
intrusted their crops to irresponsible 
commission men. who h»d taken the 
raisinn and elaughlerod them m the east 
without the least rccard for the interest 
of the gronor, and ho advocated the es- 
ahlisbment of a raiBin exchange.

the questioning of tbe legality of tbe 
present registration. Yesterday morn- 
iog J. W. Sbauklin, secretary of tbe Re-

county, appeared before tbe board and 
presented tbe following letter for their 
consideration: 


"J. W. Sbanklin, Eeq : We aro in re- 


ceipt o[ many communications asking 
for advice concerning tbe changes made 
in the law ol registration. These ques- 
tions bave been submitted to our legal 
committee, and lor general information 
we desire to state that under section 
10'Jl ot the political code all registration 
mu«t commence within 103 days ol the 
election and continue lor eigbty-bvo 
days thence next ensuing, when such 
registration shall close. Where clerks 
have commenced uelore that time such 
registration is not legal, and the voler 
must re-register within the 100 dnye. 
All must re-register, whether registered 
previously or not, it. being the intention 
to have an entirely new register. 


It is tbe opinion oi the legal commit- 


tee that all citizens desiring to vole at 
the next general election should ciuso 
themselves to be registered during the 
timo indicated in section 1094. All those 
who have registered prior to that time 
should be regiBteted over again, m order 
to have their names appear legally upon 
the registers of their respective counties. 
Sbouhl they not do BO a challenge ol 
their vote upon that ground could be le- 
gally sustained.

In nnewor to a 
question concerning life insurance, I>r. 
UeardorfT stated that lie had examined

upon tbe subject Mr. McWhirter had told 
liitn that tho campaign was coming on 
and he expected to take an active part in 
it. Ue told the doctor that he had many 
political euemiee and he feared hia life 
would be attempted.

They talked upon 
tbe same subject several, times, the laat 
occasion being about two or three days 
before Mr. McWhirter'a death. 


N All KB UK HAD MEXTIOXKD.

Whirter had ever mentioned 'any names 
to him when speaking of • the aonrcea 
from which he expected trouble.

The doctor stated, in answer to another 


question, that he had been familiar with 
gunshot wounds sinco 1870. When asked 
if it were possible for Mr. McWhirter to 
havd held the pistol in his hand and in- 
flicted tho wound which caused his death, 
he answered that he did not think it 
possible, illustrating the reaHona there- 
for by piloting tho pistol toward the 
heart.. " . 


Concerning tho powder burns upon 


the clothing worn by the dead man, it 
was the-doctor'a opinion that the pistol 
inflioting the wound had been fired at a 
distance of from two to four feet.

would drop part of it after tbe campaign. 


THE DANOEIl GltKAT. 


When Mr. Baker asked Mr. McWhir- 
irifhe didn't think the danger was 


somewhat exaggerated, the latter had 
replied that he did not think so. 


Then the witness had asked him why 


he did not leave Fresno, and tbe reply 
was that it would look too much like 
running! but that after the election waa 
over he would probably look around for 
some more congenial place. 


THE ANONYMOUS LETTERS. 


As to certain anonymous letters which 


it was said the deceased had received, 
the witness said that about two and a 
naif months ago he went into McWhir- 
.or'8jOfBue about 0 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and that McWbirter had just opened 
" IB morning mail, and among other 
pieces of mail matter were two letters, 
which McWhirter shoved over to him, 
saying: "1 get a Rood many of that 
Birt." The witness road both letters, 
thoy being short. One was written in a 
IOOBP, clumsy hand, evidently disguised. 
ThiB letter continued no threat, and said 
something about "sticking your none 
into other people's bueines0," "telling 
lies," and a fow more such expressions. 


The other letter »aa written with pen 


and ink, but the letters were in the 
style of printed capitals, and not ordin- 


:ness had read this letter, bu1 


had kept no copy of it. 
However, he 


believed he could reproduce it from mem- 
ory almost verbatim, and he gave it as 
follows:

black mustache. 


In passing through the court house 


park one night he found tlio ninii, and 
thoy wore near enough together for Mc- 
Whirtor to see his appearance.

McWhirtor lurnnd out the walk loading 
to L street the stranger passed on to M 
etreet, and when McWhirtor had crossed 
L street to the church ho saw the 
Stranger standing at the corner of M, 
and seemed to tm watching from that 
place.

The teatimony of eeveral '.witnesses 


was that'there wore aevtm shots'heard.; 
Some had cbuntoa them;' Judge Tlnoln 
had counted them aloud to his wife. Tho 
oflicers and detectives who had made 
thair examination of the premises had 
never been able tu find tl>e trace of mord 
than six bullets. Two were in the closet, 
three in the alloy fence and one in Mr. 
McWhirter a heart. They found u 
more. Tho two plfltola left on the 
ground had three chambers each empty, 
maktug BIX. shots in all. If there were 
seven shots it could be explained only by. 
supposing that another pl«tol did It. 


"Mr. Baker was aske&if ho had found 


any tullet marks besides those already 
mentioned. 
His answer was, that in company with 


Crittenden Thornton, Lee Blasingame 
and W. 1'. Thompson, he had searched 
for bullet marks, at-d had found one in 
the fence on the north Bide of the yard. 
Tho bullet had gone through a gunny 
sack there, had Btruck beyond, and had 
ricocheted, or glanced, and embedded 
itself in a board beyond. 


This explained the eeven shots. The 


moat careful measurements were made, 
and accurate directions taken, and it 
was seen that tbe shot was fired by a 
person who stood at the alley fence, 
either inside or juat outside, very near 
where the.two bnllets had gone through' 
the alley fenco, and buried themselves 
in A. M. Clark's fvnce beyond. 


A bullet fired from this point would 


have passed noar, but a little to tbe right 
of tho spot where McWhirtor foil. When 
the shot was fired tbe one who fired it 
must have stood within two and a half 
feet of the bullet holes in the alley 
fence. 


EVIDENCES OF A BTIIUOOLV. 


Mr. Baker was on tho ground shortly 


after the tragedy. Although many peo- 
ple had trampled upon tho ground, yet 
ho felt certain that ho could see traces 
of a struggle in front of tho closet door. 
The grouu:d looked as if it had been 
scraped into ridges by feet of persons 
struggling.

HIS EXl'ERT TESTIMONY.

Hia opinion as an expert 
was that tho shot which killed McWhir- 
ter had been fired at a distance of not 
less than two nor more than four feet.

At the conclusion of Mr. Baker's tes- 


timony the inquest was adjourned until 
1.30 p.m. 


Al''Ti;UNOON SESSION. 


The attendance in the afternoon was 


even greater than tbe morning crowd. It 
was 1.35 o'clock when Coroner Brown 
announced tiie reopening ol the inquest. 
A photographer was stationed in the rear 
of the courtroom and ho secured views 
of the principal witnesses, as well as 
prominent personages in attendance. 


Dr. A. J. Pedlar WBB tho flrat witness 


called, and Crittenden Thornton said 
that four days more might bo occupied, 
if prcsuut lines of evidence were pursued. 
Mr.Weleh.In response aaid that he didn't 
care if ft took four wobks; he proposed to 
act solely in the interests of tho people of 
the county. Turning to Mr. Thornton, 
tie asked him ii he thought ho was em- 
ployod in tho interests uf the insurance 
companies.

sack. 1 was well acquainted (vith Mr. 
McWhirter and can only corroborate Mr. 
Baker's statement as to tbe motives that 
induced tbe murder of Mr. McWhirter. 
Tlio day previous to his death I had no 
conversation with him concerning a 
possible attempt to take bia lite." 


A UK ASIATIC ACTION. 


Dr. A.J. Pedlar, recalled. He was 


requested to place the pistol in a posi- 
tion that could inflict a wound similar to 
the one on McWhirter's body. Ho did 
10, eaying that tho wound might have 
been self-inflicted, but, had it been so, 
the skin would Imvo been badly burned, 
as also the clothing. If the pistol had 
boon hold against the bod; it would have 
blown out some of the fleeh around -he 
orifice. The bullet hole was very small 
and there was no evidence of close con- 
tact.
